The School Committee of Tilton submit, the. following  re- 
port upon the condition and progress of the Public Schools for 
the year ending March, 1877. 


District No. tI. 


Summer term of nine weeks by Miss. Eva R.. Spofford, 
Whole number of scholars 10; average attendance 9 1-4... This 
teacher gave good satisfaction to the Committee, and the Dis- 
trict by her pleasant and mild disposition, which seemed to be 
so much appreciated by the scholars that. the success of this 
teacher could not be otherwise than good... She had. such a 
claim to the good will of the scholars that it seemed their de- 
light to grant her every request that she made. Such a 
teacher cannot fail to be popular in any school. 


Fall term of ten weeks by same teacher. Whole number of 
scholars 14; average attendance 11. In'this term she fully 
maintained her former reputation as a teacher. 


District No. 4. 


Summer term by Miss Clara R. Thorpe. Whole number 
of scholars 24; average attendance 20. . This teacher labored 
with great zeal for the welfare and progress of her pupils. 
Commendable progress was made. Fall term by same teacher. 
Whole number of scholars 21; average attendance 18. This 
teacher is quick and accurate in her movements. She takes 
an idea quick, which she is ready to explain to her scholars.

She is perfectly at home in the school room and will succeed 
every time. 

Winter term by Miss Cynthia E. Mathes. Whole number 
of scholars 17; average attendance 15 1-2. Of this school I 
have but little to say, but feel compelled to make a few re- 
marks. «Ido: think in aschool \of only. seventeen. different 
scholars they should all read and’Spell at least once’ in“a day. 
But. what was wanting in instruction she could make up in 
partiality, which exceeded any teacher that ever came under 
my observation. ¢ 

When the scholars have a recess of forty-five minutes al- 
together, and then go home without reading, it ites not Bor 
erally give the best satisfaction. 

District No. 4. 

Summer and Fall terms by Miss Maria L. Lane. Summer 
term of eight weeks ; whole number of scholars 16; average 
attendance’ 14. Fall term of nine weeks by same teacher;with 
same number of scholars. Decided improvement, with good 
order. ‘This teacher isso well known ‘and has’ become so 
popular that it seems hardly necessary to add a word to’ ‘her 
praise, which the people of this district seem to appreciate ete 
retaining her in this school year after year. 


DistTRIcT No. 16, 


Summer term, hei eight weeks by Miss Rial B. Shipard. 
Whole number of scholars 30; average attendance 2361: ldthis 
teacher seemed to have;some excellent ideas of teaching which 
were used to a very good advantage. Progress very good. 
Perhaps a little more strict discipline would be beneficial. 

Fall term of eleven weeks by Miss Alice E. Freese. Whole 
number of scholars 39; average attendance 34. This teacher 
is the tight person in the right place. — She is well adapted to 


govern and instr uct. She is gee Oe. at Piaclyi in tne schoo)

District No. 18. 

Fall term of six weeks by Miss Ella G. Chandler. Whole 
number of scholars 13 ; average attendance 11 1-2. This term 
being so short after so long a vacation, we could hardly. expect 
the ordinary improvements, but the school appeared very well. 

Winter term of eleven weeks by Mr. Frank A, Durgin. 
Whole number of scholars 21; average attendance 17. This 
teacher fully maintains his former reputation as a_ teacher, 
which is shown to the careful observer in the school room, by 
his government and method of instruction. He still maintains 
that easy communication with his scholars which is sure to 
make a teacher successful. 

We have had no particular outbreak in our schools the past 
year ; nothing but what I think that the Union will still sur- 
vive, and we shall go along as a nation for all that has taken 
place in our schools. But I will say that some of our schools 
have been all that we could reasonably ask, while some others 
have been equally as far the other way. 

In examining the registers I find where the teachers have 
had the greatest success is where the most free intercourse has 
been. between.the.parents.and teacher... There. is. one remark 
that I am sorry to make but still do it with all good feeling and 
hope that I shall be pardoned for the same, that is, that the 
registers show but one solitary visit from the Prudential Com- 
mittees in the whole town the last year, an instance that I hope 
that no Committee will ever have again to record. We send 
our children to school a whole term of ten or twelve weeks 
without ever going to the school room'to see how they are 
taught, or why they are taught this or that theory. No  busi- 
ness man would think. of leaving his store or his shop that 
length of time without giving it his personal attention. No 
farmer would think of trusting his stock that length of time to 
a hired man. Then are not our children, our own offspring, 
of as much importance as our stock or shops? It seems to me 
to be more. a matter of carelessness than any other reason, for 
I cannot think people are so negligent of the welfare of their 

children if it were not for carelessness.

When we realize that a community are, to a great extent, in- 
dustrious and happy as they are educated; when we see that 
all our happiness, that all our great name as American citizens, 
rest upon our universal system of education; when we realize 
the difference between our citizens in our free form of Govern- 
ment and those of Monarchial and Despotic forms of -Govern- 
ment; where do we trace the first step towards our free and 
enlightened institutions ? It is to be found in our free schools 
in our system of universal education. 

Now in conclusion let me say to each parent to come to the 
determination to make at least two visits to each term of school 
the ensuing year.

FOR UNION DISTRICT. 


The past year has been an era of marked LAD ONSINGHE and 
success in the schools in this District. 

The Grammar School has had three terms of 31. weeks in 
all. 3 

The first term of ten weeks was under the care of Miss Ella 
McDaniel. 

Her experience and training fitted fs eects for this 
situation. 

Unforturiately we were unable to retain her services longer. 

The other terms, one of eight and one of thirteen weeks, 
were under the instruction of Miss Ellen F. Goodwin who had 
formerly occupied the same position. 

She brought into use her accustomed spirit and energy, la- 
boring assiduously for the good of those under her control. 

The success was marked and in every way satisfactory. — 

The Primary department has had three. terms of 32 weeks in 
all, under the tuition of the former excellent teacher, Miss L. 
A. Chase. 

It is needless to comment on this school—it ‘has been a 
success. 

It was gratifying on the part of the Members of the Board 
to observe the interest exhibited by the citizens in their attend- 
ance on the closing examinations. 

More frequent visits of the kind would cheer up, in their 
labors, the teachers, the scholars and the officers.
